UNITED NATIONS (UPI). — One 
of the most ambitious moves yet 
to get international atanding for 
the Palestine Liberation a 
tion (PLO) will be considered by 
the United Nations today.

Partition plan for S.W. Africa 


JOHANNESBURG (AP). A 
sweeping partition of South West 
Africa in which whites would con- 
trol two-thirds of the territory is 
being proposed by a top govern- 
ment official, the “Sunday Times” 
reported. 

The plan envisages an independent 
white state and a number of inde- 
pendent or semi-independent black 
states.- 


The newspaper said the plan is 
being put forward by Jannie de 
Wet, commissioner-general for the 
indigenous peoples of South West 
Africa which the UN calls Namibia. 

The independent white and black 
states would either form a confede- 


ration or the white-ruled state would 
line up with South Africa and the 
black-ruled states could decide their 
own form of government, the “Sun- 
day Times" said, 

The plan allows for the possibility 
of the 342,000 people of Ovamboland 
Unking up with the 120,000 Ovambos 
across the border in Southern An- 
gola to form an independent state 
and detach themselves from South 
West Africa. 

Altogether, about 150,000 people 
would be affected by the scheme. Of 
these, 578,000 are Africans compris- 
Ing 77.6 per cent of the population, 
77,600 persons of mixed race, 10.4 
per cent, and 90,600 whites or 12 
per cent,
